Kipling’s line, “He travels fastest who 
travels alone,” might well be paraphrased 
'to say. “He travels who is en- 
cumbered with the least amount of bag- 
gage.” And since that which Americans 
call “hand baggage” consists of things 
to be carried or “lugged” about, the 
English name for it —“luggage’’—seems 
more fitting. It is common knowledge 
that Americans on their first tour 
Europe take with them ever 80 many 
more “things” than they do on subse- 
quent trips. The people who tour “Eu- 
rope in a suit case” are usually ones 
| who have learned by experience. As a 
[matter of course, the process of elimina- 
| tion may be carried too far, as no doubt 
it was in the case of one of Boston’s 
former literary men who upon starting 
on a trip around the world without even 
was asked if he did not 
‘think he should provide himself with at 
‘least that much. His answer was: “No, 
[ do not deem it necessary since, don’t 
you see. a man can buy a fresh shirt in 
any civilized country, and in uncivilized 
cowfitries he does not need one?” 

If. instead of “things” belonging to us, 
it is our lot to belong to “things,” we 
ought to try to belong to things worth 
while. If things are to be our masters, 
let them be large, beatitiful, uplifting 
things which shall be able to reward us 
splendidly for our service. Wealth and 
the investing of* it, should make men 
wish, as does the little boy in James 
Whitcomb Riley’s poem settimg forth the 
fortune of the family that got rich and 
moved from Grigby’s Station into the 
city to the regret of the youth, that 
they might go “back where we used to 
be so happy and so poor.” The oft-heard 
saying, “Blessed be hothing!” is only a 
protest against the possession of too 
many things. No doubt the truly rich- 
est man is the one who can be con- 
tented with the smallest number of 
things, provided always that those 
things make up jn the excellence of their 
quality what they may lack in the 
“muchness” of their quantity,

The 
connotation of a high collar with the 
‘conventions of the effete old world is 
sometimes a pure product of the ima- 
gination. We have known kindly, straight- 
forward men to wear their collars high, 
thus affording themseleves ample protec- 
tion from the weather and a source of 
innocent merriment to their acquaint- 
ances that had learned from their rude 
forefathers of the hamlet how frivolous 
and artificial must be they that wore 
much linen about the neck. 

In any case, we warn the reader not 
to draw conclusions hastily, especially 
‘from collars. The great social and poli- 
|tical readjustments that are taking 
iplace will no doubt leave us with a 
revised code about collars, in which ¢cer- 
tain rules that now obtain will be nega- 
tived or possibly improved. If this be 
done, though it may take time and 
treuble, the theory may at last be estab- 
lished that what pleases 10,000,000 
people has not necessarily to be imposed 
on those that do not hold the same views 
and justice will be found possible in the 
matters of collars and of politics.

WASHINGTON—The Democratic Fed- 
eration of Precinct Clubs was organized 
Tuesday afternoon at a meeting in the 
Democratic conference room of the 
United States Senate. The object is the 
control of the next Democratic national 
convention with the view to the nomina- 
tion of a progressive candidate for the 
presidency and the adoption of a pro- 
gressive platform. 

Senator Robert L. Owen of Oklahoma 
and Senator George E. Chamberlain of 
Oregon incited the movement. Both of 
them expressed confidence in the success 
of the plan. The conference was at- 
tended by many Democratic senators 
and representatives and will be followed 
by still another meeting tonight, when 
a charter for the organization will be 
drafted. 

According to Senator Owen, the su- 
preme court of the District of Columbia 
will be petitioned to sanction the char- 
ter of the national organization, which 
in turn will recognize ihe precinct: clubs 
to be organized all over the. country. 

“The purpose of the Democratic Fed- 
eration of PRecinct Clubs is to see that 
the people ontrol the next Dem- 
ocratic convention,” explained 
Senator “The organization will

but will fight to see that a progressive 
candidate thoroughly responsive to the 
demands of the people is chosen to lead 
the Democracy in the next national cam- 
paign on a platform acceptable to the 
progressive thought of the country.

Reply Is Refused, 


Before resuming his seat Lord Lans- 
downe made an effort to obtain from 
Lord Morley an intimation of the gov- 
ernment’s intention with respect to the 
new peers. Would the rejection of the 
bill, he asked, be regarded by the gov- 
ernment as the occasion for the creation 
of a large body of peers, or simply of 
sufficient to overcoming the “no sur- 
render” party? 

Lord Morley’s reply was a quiet re- 
fusal. “I am not indisposed,” he said, 
“to answer any plain question, but I be- 
lieve the noble marquis and your lord- 
ships will feel that*to ask a question of 
that kind across the table of the House, 
without notification, upon so delicafe and 
important a matter, is rather going be- 
yond parliamentary practise.”

Situation Reviewed 

The government, it is pointed out, has 
proved itself to’be in a difficult posi- 
tion by prolonging the armistice granted 
to the Malissori. Boussios Effendi ex- 
plains that the government has not seen 
how to deal with the situation which 


has been brought about entirely by the | 


policy it has adopted up to the pres- 


ent moment, and he further points out | 


that the essential points of the situa- 
tion are entirely overlooked, while the 
government occupies itself with minor 
details of little importance. 

Boussios Effendi further declares that 
it is useless to attribute any internal 
upheaval to‘foreign influence. We should, 
he maintains, have but one thought, 
namely, that of ascertaining how to draw 
all the inhabitants of this country to 
what we call Ottomanism, that is to 
say the idea of a common state with 
the same rights and privileges. The 
government, he says, is not representa- 
tive of all Ottoman nationalities, but 
is the outcome of a certain Turkish 
despotism based from an historical point 
of view on the idea of the foundation 
of the state by them and the defense 
of the Muhammadan religion.
